The submission, however, is not fully responsive to the prior Office action 
because the amendment filed September 13, 2002 changes the inventions from claims directed to cellulose acetate compounds, a 
method of producing a cellulose acetate compound, a dope containing the cellulose acetate compound and a method for improving the 
releasability of a film from a support, to inventions containing claims directed to cellulose triacetate compounds, a method of 
producing a cellulose triacetate compound, a dope containing the cellulose triacetate compound, and a method for improving the 
releasability of a film from a support.
